Stevenson was .asked in an air­ 
port interview if he approved of 
former President T rum an’s asser­ 
tion

needs a Democratic Congress to 
support his foreign policies. 
“The 
Democrats 
will

any president who is working for 
the country's interests,” Stevenson 
said. “The country not only needs 
to have a Democratic Congress 
but we are going to have one.”

believes tonight’s dinner will raise 
about $60,000 for the national par­ 
ty ’s campaign chest.

Seven major tax sources accounted for $37.8 million of the $39 
million increase, the Survey said. Largest increase—$23.4 million— 
was for motor fuel taxes and motor vehicle license fees. This followed 
the increase in rates which took effect in the early part of the 1952-53 
fiscal year, the Survey said. Next largest increase was sales tax-up al­ 
most $ 9 'million during the two years with no change in rate.

Missouri’s collections for the period increased 21.1 per cent which 
, is more than 71 per cent greater than the average increase of 12.3 per 
cent in the 48 states, the tax research group pointed out. Only six 
i states had greater percentage increases than Missouri during the two 


I year period, it added. The six states are: Alabama, Connecticut, Dela­ 
ware, Michigan, Nevada and Wyoming. 
Dollarwise Missouri’s collections increased $39 million, from $185 
million in the 1951-52 fiscal year to $224 million for the 1953-54 fis­ 
cal year, the Survey said. 
Seven major tax sources accounted for $37.8 million of the $39 
million increase, the Survey said. Largest increase—$23.4 million— 
w'as for motor fuel taxes and motor vehicle license fees. This followed 
the increase in rates which took effect in the early part of the 1952-53 
fiscal year, the Survey said. Next largest increase was sales tax-up al­ 
most $9' million during the two years with no change in rate.

VETCH SHOULD BE SEEDED 
Roy Cox tells me that he and his 
landlord. Tom Byrd, are agreed 
that vetch should be seeded where 
practical on all their crop land this 
fall. They prefer vetch as a source 
of nitrogen as far as it will go in­ 
stead of nitrogen that comes out of 
a fertilizer sack or tank. The other 
important thing accomplished by 
using vetch as a source of nitrogen 
is to increase the organic matter 
in the soil. 
While I am by no means ready to 
agree that vetch can furnish all of 
the nitrogen that it would be profit­ 
able to use under most conditions, 
the amount furnished by the vetch 
is at least that much nitrogen that 
is acquired cheaply and represents 
just that much less to be bought in 
the form of commercial fertilizer. 
While on the subject of vetch, I 
don't think farmers usually sow 
enough and usually we would be 
better off with 25 to 30 pounds in 
stead of the 20 pounds so often seed 
ed. Again unless pasture is an im­ 
portant consideration, we t h i n k 
that the mixtures of vetch a n 
small grain should contain m o r e 
vetch and less small grain, or even 
better all vetch and no small grain 
Of course, this does not apply if 
the vetch is being seeded in small 
grain for the purpose of producing 
seed the following year. In such 
cases 10 pounds of vetch seed per 
acre is probably enough.

W e Could Drink M ilk 
Surplus in 18 Months; 
Would Improve Health 
We could drink up the milk sur­ 
plus in this country in 18 months 
and improve our health by doing 
so, according to Tom Brown, Stod­ 
dard County Extension Agent. 
Americans consumed 400 pounds 
of fluid milk and cream per person 
annually less than 10 years ago and 
since then consumption has dropp­ 
ed to 350 pounds per person per 
year. If we could get the per per­ 
son use back up to 400 pounds we 
could use the equivalent of our sur­ 
plus stocks in about 18 months. To 
do this, each persons would have 
to drink only one-fourth glass more 
milk daily.

VETCH SHOULD BE SEEDED 
Roy Cox tells me that he and his 
landlord, Tom Bvrd, are agreed 
that vetch should be seeded w’here 
practical on all their crop land this 
fall. They prefer vetch as a source 
of nitrogen as far as it will go in 
stead of nitrogen that com es out of 
a fertilizer sack or tank. The other 
im portant thing accom plished by 
using vetch as a source of nitrogen 
is to increase the organic m atter 
in the soil. 
While I am by no m eans ready to 
agree that vetch can furnish all of 
the nitrogen th a t it would be profit­ 
able to use under m ost conditions, 
the am ount furnished by the vetch 
is at least that m uch nitrogen that 
is acquired cheaply and represents 
just that much less to be bought in 
the form of com m ercial fertilizer.

W e Could Drink M ilk 
Surplus in 18 Months; 
Would Improve Health 
We could drink up the m ilk sur­ 
plus in this country in 19 m onths 
and improve our health by doing 
so, according to Tom Brown, Stod­ 
dard County Extension Agent. 


Am ericans consumed 400 pounds 
of fluid milk and cream per person 
annually less than IO years ago and 
since then consumption has dropp­ 
ed to 350 pounds per person per 
year. If we could get the per per­ 
son use back up to 400 pounds we 
could use the equivalent of our su r­ 
plus stocks in about 18 m onths. To 
do this, each persons would have 
to drink only one-fourth glass m ore 
milk daily.

A majority said they would 
not pay an excess of IO cents more 
for a quart of ice cream than for 
a quart of vegetable fat frozen 
dessert. On the other hand, most 
of the individuals who continued 
to purchase ice cream said that 
they do so because it tastes better. 
These are the preliminary find­ 
ings in a current University study 
on one filled milk product. The

In this 
same University study, consumer 
preference is being determined for 
filled evaporated milk and aerated 
cream. 
Naturally, this trend

The re­ 
maining non-fat solids have been 
used for animal feed or wasted. 
Consequently they bring a much 
lower price. So it hardly looks 
as though the pricing program 
would be changed to one of basing 
it on the non-fat portion of milk. 
And here is another item. Care­ 
fully conducted experiments have 
failed to prove that butterfat is 
nutritionally superior to a care­ 
fully processed and vitamin forti­ 
fied vegetable fat.
